It was unofficially reported last | 
week that the Central Alberta Dairy | 
Pool will reopen the Neapolis cheese 
factory east of Didsbury. We under- 
Stand that preparation commenced 
Monday to put the equipment in 
shape for cheese muking, and that 
it will not be long before the local 
cheese factory is once again turn- 
ing out its famous product. 

The Neapolis cheese factory op- 
erated as a local co-operative pro- 
ject east of Didsbury for many 
years and was taken over about 
three years ago by the Central Al- 
berta Dairy Pool. The Pool re- 
modelled the plant and put in more 
vats to handle increased volume, 
but due to a shortage of fluid milk 
at that time for the processing of 
canned milk at Red Deer, all de- 
liveries were routed to the central 
plant and the cheese factory here 
was temporarily closed. However, 
the Pool installed a modern cold 
storage epemed Neapolis for the 
convenience of its patrons and this 
has been successfully operated ever 
since.

A correspondent draws attention 
to the ease with which the railway 
unions, in 1948, again in 1949, and 
now in 1953 have put the gun to, 
the heads of the Canadian people | 
and held them up for an undue | 
share of the national income; and | 


he asks why farmers should not 


j adopt the same tactics — go on 


strike and refuse to produce food 
for the railway workers until hun- 
ger forces them to adopt a more 
co-operative attitude. 

There are two good reasons why 
the farmers should not go on strike. 
First, because they occupy a posi- 
tion of trust. The nation trusts 
them to supply it with food; and 
allows them to hold land for that 
purpose. In retaining the land the 
farmer accepts the obligation. To 
go on strike would be an unpar- 
donable breach of trust. It would 
be an attempt to punish all the 
people for the sins of a compara- 
tively small number. 

The second reason is that if the 
farmers should go on strike they 
themselves would be the first and 


| greatest sufferers from their action. 


There are many things the farmer 
can't get along without, and for 


| which he depends on other people. 


How could he ask others to supply 
him with those things while he 
refuses to supply them with food? 
He couldn’t do it.

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A group from St. Stephen's Col- 
lege will be in Central United 
Church, Calgary. on the evening of 
April 26th. The group is, made up 
of young people who are training 
for the ministry of the church. 
Through personal witnessing. 
through sacred song, by means of 
dramatic presentation they will 
give a preview of the Church of to- 
morrow. 

Touring groups such as this are 
a very effective means of inform- 
ing and challenging both the youth 
and the elders in the church. The 
United Church, within the next 
three years, will require 1,000 vol- 
unteers. young men and women 
called by God to assume leadership 
responsibilities within the church. 
The work of witnessing to the real- 
ity of the faith is one that right- 
fully belongs to every Christian, 
but organizational needs require 
certain individuals to use their 
specific talents in particular ways. 

“God has appointed in the church 
first apostles, second prophets, 
third teachers, then workers of 
miracles, then healers, helpers, ad- 
ministrators, speakers in various 
kinds of tongues.” 

The church requires 750 volun: | 
teers for the ministry in Canada. 
Beyond the present needs there is 
in immediate prospect of 240 new 
churches in developing areas. One 
hundred and sixty four volunteers 
are needed for overseas work. Or- 
dained ministers, doctors, teachers, 
technical specialists, nurses, evan- 
gelists and community workers are 
needed.

Soil Conservation Practices: The 
soil should be conserved not only 
for future generations but for the 
present generation too, says G. R. 
Sterling. supervisor of soil conser- 
vation and weed control for Al- 
berta. Good land management 
means better crops and increased 
returns. 

One of the best methods of con- 
serving soil is to use grasses and 
legumes in a mixed crop rotation. 
Grasses and legumes not only in- 
crease production per acre of land 
but they also increase the total 
farm income if marketed through 
livestock. Another useful conser- 
vation practice is the use of trash 
cover. Trash cover adds organic 


'matter in much the same way as 


grasses do. All organic matter, 


| whether from trash or forage crops. 
increases the water absorption cap- | 
acity of the soils, cuts down the, 


rate of evaporation, and provides 


food for growing plants. Trash on | 


the surface protects the soil from 
both wind and water erosion.

FARMERS MUST PAY 
RAILWAY INCREASE 


The only justification for the recent 
increase in railway wages is that it 
was just enough to prevent a strike. 

Other Canadians must now dig a 
little deeper and pay railway workers 


more. Many other Canadians can es- | 


cape paying their share of increased 
railway costs by passing them along 
to those who must pay or do without 
goods and services that are trans: 


ported by rail, either in raw material | 


or finished form. 

Railway freight costs mean more 
to farmers than to any other class 
of people in Canada. When farmer 
prices have declined drastically, 
farmers are compelled to pay higher 
railway wages through increased 
freight rates. 

It is true that railway workers are 
not the only workers who get far 
more than their services are worth 
and work far less than they ought to 
work, in relation to farm prices, farm 
incomes and farm hours of work. 

Labor legislation in Canada creates 
the conditions under which a minority 
or organized workers can exploit all 
tee particularly the self-employ- 
ed. 

The greatest economic need of the 
moment is labor legislation that will 
guaran'ee the right to work, the 
right to join or not to join a union, 
thus permitting wages to find their 
economic level in relation to all goods 
and services.

BREAD PRICE INCREASE

Wheat is the 
main ingredient of bread but for 
the amount that goes into a loaf 
the farmer receives only about 
three cents. The price of wheat 
would have to advance fifty cents 
@ bushel to justify a one cent in- 
crease in a loaf of bread.—-Wheat 
Pool Budget.

THE COFFEE BREAK 


Its universal introduction was 
due partly to a tight labor market, 
partly because rest periods were 
often termed ‘vital to war produc- 
tion.”
